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The CASE of divers poor Priſoners in Newgate, and divers

\ S 1t 1s, and ever was the Honour of the Engliſh Nation , "That 
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no perſon, how guilty ſoever ; ſhould by Rack or 'Torture 

be torc'd to accuſe himſelf, or any other perſon, 1o has it been 
the conſtant care and practice of Parliaments in this Kingdom to ſtreng- 
chen this Priviledge , by making Priſons as eaſie and reaſonable to 
Priſoners, as may conſiſt with prudence and fatety. 

Notwithſtanding which, and all the good Statutes in that caſe pro- 
vided , the Jaylors of Newgate , the Gatehouſe, and other Goals for 
Criminals , in and about the City of Loxpox ,, ec. have invented , 
and do frequently uſe , divers mercileſs and cruel ſorts of Irons, Places, 
Pulleys, Screws, Prefles, Caps of Maintenance, and other Engins 
tor the Torturing of Priſonets, ro extort from them Fees and Rewards, 
and for other wicked purpoles of their own, which do equal, if not 
exceed, all the Engins of Cruelty, uſed in the moſt Enſlav'd Foreign 
Nation, to the violation of the Rights of His MajesT1Es Free-born 
Subjects, and the diſhonour and reproach of the true Proteſtant Religion 
here Eſtabliſh'd, and famous for Mercy and Juſtice through all Neigh- 
bour Nations. 

They do likewile by the former, and divers other ways and means ; 
equally againſt Law, extort from Priſoners double and treble Fees ar 
their own wills and pleaſures, and cannot be indur'd to ſer up their 
Tables of Eftabliſh'd Fees, as by Law is appointed and required. 

They do likewiſe hinder at their plealure Friends from bringing or 
ſending in any Relief ro Priſoners, keeping them (ſome of which have 
been Women with Child) Chain'd down to the Ground for divers Days 
together, in horrid pain, without atiy other ſuſtenance than their own 
Urin, which they have been forc'd to Drink. | | 

All which Cruelties, Miſeries, and Oppreſſions, will be fully prov'd 
to yout Honours , with divers other 'Tortures for Confeſſions not here 
expreſt, tending tothe diſhonour of Religion, and the high Viola- 
tion of His MajesTiEs Laws; tothe end, ſuch remedy may be pro- 
vided for Redrels of theſe Grievances, as to your Wildorns, Piery , 
and Juſtice, may ſeem expedient, to which purpoſe it is humbly prayed, 
that a Committee may be appointed to examin Witneſſes concerning 
the lame.
